104th  session 
ready  to  open 
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With  summer  activities  drawn  to  a 
close,  Presbyterian  College  stood  ready 
to  welcome  students  to  the  start  of  its 
104th  session. 

Freshmen  are  scheduled  to  arrive  on 
August  30  for  an  accelerated 
orientation  period,  and  upperclassmen 
will  follow  the  next  day  to  complete 
their  registration.  When  classes  get 
underway  on  September  3,  the 
enrollment  for  fall  semester  of  PC's 
1984-85  academic  year  is  expected  to 
reach  the  900  range  of  last  year. 

Addressing  the  opening  convocation 
on  September  4  will  be  Dr.  W.  Frank 
Harrington,  senior  minister  of  Atlanta's 
Peachtree  Presbyterian  Church  and 
chairman  of  the  PC  board  of  trustees. 
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Southeastern  Scholarships  funded: 


PC  claims  the  $500,000  challenge  grant 


Presbyterian  College  has  received  the 
$500,000  challenge  grant  made  by 
a  large  Georgia  foundation  to  endow  a 
program  of  merit  scholarships  for 
students  in  six  Southeastern  states. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said  this 
foundation,  which  prefers  to  remain 
anonymous,  designates  its  gift  to 
establish  the  Southeastern  Scholarship 
Endowment  Fund  "to  provide  scholar- 
ships for  worthy  Christian  students  from 
the  states  of  Georgia,  Alabama,  Florida, 
Tennessee,  North  Carolina  and  South 
Carolina,  who  will  be  selected  on  a 
merit  basis." 

The  addition  of  these  funds  to  the 
Presbyterian  College  endowment  brings 
our  invested  resources  to  more  than 
$13  million. 

"The  Southeastern  Scholarship  En- 
dowment Fund  addresses  the  great 
need  we  have  to  provide  more  financial 
aid  for  the  many  well-qualified  students 
with  the  potential  and  the  Christian 
commitment  to  become  future  leaders 
of  society,"  Dr.  Orr  said.  "Ranking 
among  the  area's  more  prestigious 
scholarship  programs,  it  will  enable  PC 
to  extend  its  reach  for  candidates  of 
character  and  academic  merit." 

College  officials  have  worked  for 


more  than  two  years  to  qualify  for  the 
$500,000  grant.  President  Orr  said  that, 
although  the  gift  is  for  scholarship 
endowment,  its  challenge  was  designed 
to  stimulate  additional  gifts  from  other 
sources  to  help  underwrite  badly 
needed  renovation  projects  on  campus. 
To  claim  the  $500,000,  the  foundation 
stipulated  that  PC  must  have  raised  at 
least  $1  million  for  the  renovation  of 
Springs  Building  or  Jacobs  Hall  and 
started  the  work  to  remodel  Springs 
into  a  student  activities  center. 
Alumni,  friends,  corporations  and 


other  foundations  joined  in  subscribing 
the  necessary  renovation  funds.  Dr.  Orr 
said.  The  restoration  of  Springs  began 
in  mid-May,  with  a  price  tag  of  $1.4 
million  for  the  year-long  project. 

"As  soon  as  we  met  the  requirements 
of  the  challenge,"  Dr.  Orr  said,  "the 
foundation  promptly  sent  PC  its  check 
for  $500,000.  So  now  we  have  the 
double  dividend:  In  addition  to  the 
scholarships  for  worthy  students,  this 
approach  proved  to  be  a  great  incentive 
for  attracting  the  funds  needed  for 
restoration." 


Annual  Giving  nears  halfway  at  $245^253 

Continuing  at  a  steady  pace.  Annual  Giving  nears  the  half-way  mark  in  its  quest  to 
raise  an  even  $500,000  during  1984. 

A  total  $245,253  had  been  subscribed  by  1,156  donors  as  of  mid-August,  with 
the  Walter  Johnson  Scotsman  Club  accounting  for  approximately  $79,000  of  this 
amount  to  support  Blue  Hose  athletics.  That  latter  figure  also  represents  just  about 
one-half  of  the  club's  objective. 

The  big  push  now  begins  to  ensure  that  the  productive  final  third  of  the  year 
lifts  these  programs  over  their  goals  before  books  close  on  January  15.  Alumni, 
parents  and  friends  recognize  how  vital  these  funds  are  to  the  continued  sound 
operation  of  Presbyterian  College. 


Chapman  Conference  Center  to  honor  late  textile  leader 


The  James  A.  Chapman,  Jr., 
Conference  Center  in  Presbyterian 
College's  renovated  Jacobs  Building  will 
memorialize  this  late  textile  leader  who 
was  a  close  friend  and  trustee. 

Subscriptions  totaling  $100,000  to 
underwrite  the  project  have  come  from 
the  Inman-Riverdale  Foundation  of 
Spartanburg  ($85,000)  and  the  Self 
Foundation  of  Greenwood  ($15,000). 
They  bring  to  $200,000  the  amount 
raised  to  date  toward  the  goal  of 
$850,000  needed  for  the  restoration  of 
this  old  building  listed  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  and  named 
for  Founder  William  Plumer  Jacobs. 

When  completely  renovated,  Jacobs 
Building  will  be  a  center  for  the 
economics  and  business  administration 
department  (PC's  largest)  while  also 
housing  the  mathematics  and  military 
science  departments. 

The  Chapman  Conference  Center  will 
be  the  main  feature  of  the  second-floor 
business  facilities.  Its  large  conference 
room  and  adjacent  audio-visual  area  are 
designed  for  seminars,  conferences  and 
media  presentations  as  well  as  for 
classroom  sessions.  Besides  campus  use, 
it  will  be  made  available  to  business 


groups  of  the  area. 

In  addition  to  the  $100,000  subscribed 
for  the  Chapman  Center,  other  large 
gifts  for  the  Jacobs  renovation  have 
included  $30,000  from  the  Lee 
Foundation  of  Atlanta  and  $25,000  from 
the  Milliken  Foundation  of  Spartanburg 
as  a  challenge  grant  claimed. 

President  Kenneth  B.  Orr  said  the 
raising  of  the  remaining  funds  needed 
to  renovate  Jacobs  Building  now  has 
top  priority. 

"It  is  imperative  that  we  restore  this 
fine  old  building  as  soon  as  possible  to 
meet  our  pressing  need  for  more 
academic  classroom  space.  Having  the 
Chapman  Conference  Center  under- 
written is  a  good  start,  and  I  am  so 
pleased  we  will  be  able  to  recognize 
Jim  Chapman  in  this  appropriate 
manner.  He  represented  the  very  best 
in  the  business  leadership  of  our  state 
and  nation." 

James  Alfred  Chapman,  Jr.,  of  Spar- 
tanburg— at  the  time  of  his  death  last 
November — was  the  chairman  and  chief 
executive  officer  of  Inman  Mills  and 
president  of  the  American  Textile 
Manufacturers  Institute.  Besides  being 
in  the  national  forefront  in  textiles,  he

was  a  leader  in  civic,  church  and 
educational  activities.  He  served 
effectively  as  a  PC  trustee  (1964-73)  and 
board  chairman  (1970-73)  and  was 
awarded  an  honorary  doctor  of 
humanities  degree. 

Built  in  1915,  Jacobs  Hall  served  for 
many  years  as  a  combination  library  and 
science  building.  Then  as  new  facilities 
were  added  for  these  functions,  it  has 
been  used  for  other  academic  functions. 


Other  funds  established: 


Chadwell  Endowment  for  special  education 


Programs  as  well  as  students  at 
Presbyterian  College  will  benefit  from 
the  Charles  H.  Chadwell  Endowment 
for  Special  Education  now  being 
established  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Francis  E. 
Cothran  of  Greenwood. 

President  Orr  said  the  fund  starts 
with  an  initial  gift  by  the  donors,  who 
intend  to  add  to  it  over  the  next  few 
years.  They  also  expressed  the  hope 
that  others  would  join  with  them  in 
building  this  endowment  named  for  the 
present  superintendent  of  Whitten 
Center,  state  facility  for  the  mentally 
retarded  located  near  Clinton. 

PC  offers  a  special  education  major 
which  cooperates  with  Whitten  Center 
in  some  of  its  training  procedures.  The 
Chadwell  Endowment,  in  addition  to 
honoring  Superintendent  Charles 
Chadwell,  seeks  to  strengthen  that 
Institutional  relationship  with  annual 
income  to  be  used  60  percent  for 
scholarship  awards  and  40  percent  for 
program  development. 

Benefactor  Francis  Cothran  is  an 
alumnus  of  both  The  Citadel  and  the 
United  States  Military  Academy  who 
served  as  a  career  officer  with  the  Army 
Corps  of  Engineers  prior  to  retirement. 
Mrs.  Jean  Syminton  Cothran,  a  graduate 
of  Scripts  College  (Calif.),  is  the  editor 
of  four  children's  books  of  folk  tales 


which  were  collected,  translated  and 
rewritten  for  children.  While  he  is  a 
Presbyterian,  her  service  to  the 
Episcopal  Church  has  included  being 
president  of  the  Women  of  the  Diocese 
of  Upper  South  Carolina. 

Scholarship  memorializes 
Carter  Blake  Tilman 

A  scholarship  fund  by  family  members 
memorializes  the  late  Carter  Blake 
Tillman  of  Cheraw  by  providing  financial 
aid  to  assist  worthy  students  attend  PC. 

Priority  will  go  to  candidates  from  the 
Cheraw  First  Presbyterian  Church,  from 
Cheraw  generally  and  then  from 
Chesterfield  County.  In  the  absence  of 
students  who  meet  these  requirements, 
grants  may  go  to  others. 

The  donors  of  initial  gifts  starting  this 
scholarship  are:  Francis  M.  Tillman, 
Daniel  Lee  Tillman,  Jr.,  and  Ruth  Raines 
Tillman,  all  of  Cheraw;  Alexander 
Sessoms  and  Lena  Tillman  Sessoms  of 
Chapel  Hill,  N.  C;  and  Gordon  P.  Watts 
and  Virginia  Tillman  Watts  of  Goldsboro. 

The  scholarship  honors  a  young  man 
whose  promise  was  cut  off  by  untimely 
death.  Born  in  1910,  the  second  child 
of  Lena  Amos  and  Daniel  Lee  Tillman, 
he  attended  the  Cheraw  public  schools 
and  exhibited  wide-ranging  interests 


in  music  and  sports  as  well  as  enterprise 
in  after-school  work  for  spending 
money  and  for  a  future  college 
education.  Then,  injury  in  a  backyard 
football  game  brought  vital  injury  to 
Carter  Blake  Tillman.  It  led  to  his  death 
several  years  later  in  1930  at  age  20. 

Alumnus  Jack  Witherspoon 
leaves  memorial  to  parents 

A  $15,000  bequest  by  alumnus  John  A. 
(Jack)  Witherspoon  of  Spartanburg 
endows  the  Professor  Harvey 
Witherspoon  and  Anabell  Witherspoon 
Scholarship  as  a  memorial  to  his 
parents. 

The  annual  grants  from  this  fund  will  be 
awarded  to  rising  juniors  or  seniors  who 
have  completed  at  least  one  course  in 
political  science  with  capacity  for  superior 
scholarship. 

Dr.  John  Witherspoon  chose  this 
designation  because  of  his  second 
career  as  a  professor  of  political  science 
at  Columbus  College,  East  Tennessee 
State,  Converse  and  Spartanburg 
Methodist  College.  This  1983  PC 
graduate  served  for  21  years  as  a  Marine 
officer,  then  began  his  college  teaching 
after  retiring  from  service  in  1961  and 
later  earned  his  PhD  from  Duke 
University.  He  died  on  April  22,  1983. 

James  Harvey  Witherspoon,  honored 
through  his  bequest,  was  a  well-known 
public  school  administrator  who  served 
for  some  years  as  a  superintendent  of 
the  Clinton  city  school  system. 
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Wide-open  football  attack  a  la 
Cally  Gault  will  be  served  on 
Johnson  Field  again  this  season  as  PC 
returns  to  its  varied-T  offense  with 
more  emphasis  on  the  passing  game. 

Along  with  this  prediction,  he  added: 

"We  were  just  a  step  away  from 
greatness  last  year — when  we  beat 
Carson-Newman  on  its  way  to  the 
national  NAIA  championship.  We  hope 
to  make  that  step  in  '84." 

Forty-one  lettermen — including  13 
starters  report  back  from  the  team  that 
posted  PC's  unimposing  5-5-1  record 
last  season.  Gone  is  Jimmie  Turner,  the 
Kodak  Coaches  All-American  defensive 
end  signed  by  the  Dallas  Cowboys,  but 
the  Blue  Hose  expect  to  maintain  the 
tough  defensive  play  that  has  led  the 
South  Atlantic  Conference  (SAC-8). 

"This  season  we  expect  to  have  a 
more  experienced  and  versatile  offense 
to  go  along  with  our  strong  defense," 
Coach  Gault  said.  "Certainly  we  will 
have  to  put  it  all  together  as  quickly  as 
possible  to  face  another  difficult 
11-game  schedule  that  opens  with 
Georgia-Southern  and  The  Citadel — 
probably  our  two  strongest  opponents." 

The  big  difference  in  offensive  strategy 
is  in  the  passing  department,  where  Ted 
Stephens  of  Dillon  won  his  spurs  as  a 
sophomore  starter  at  quarterback  last 
season.  And  he  has  experienced 
receivers  in  split  ends  Harvey  Blanchard 
of  Chapin  (son  of  Harvey  Blanchard  '61) 
and  Del  Barksdale  of  Laurens,  and 
tight  end  J.  F.  Lucas  of  Mauldin. 
Barksdale  was  All-Conference  in  1983. 

Kent  Larry,  200-pound  tailback  from 
Summerville,  returns  with  the  ball- 
carrying  ability  that  netted  him  463 
rushing  yards  (3.7  average)  last  year. 
He  can  expect  assistance  from  fullbacks 
Evander  Gerald  of  Lamar,  Bill  Barnes  of 
Columbia  and  Tim  Pitts  of  Greenville. 

Just  how  well  any  of  this  offense  can 
operate,  of  course,  depends  on  the 
men  up  front.  The  Blue  Hose  worked 
hard  during  spring  practice  to 
overcome  offensive  line  deficiencies 
that  have  plagued  the  team  in  recent 
years.  Improvement  here  holds  the 
most  important  key  to  football  fortunes. 

The  offensive  line  continues  to  lack 
depth  but  has  more  experience. 
Richard  Owen  of  Lexington,  David 
Pierce  of  Rock  Hill  and  Charles  Dixon 
of  Thomasville,  Ga.,  provide  strength  at 
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Tailback  Kent  Larry  crashes 
through  the  line;  team  captains 
(left  to  right)  Mike  Greene, 
Charles  Huff  and  J.  F.  Lucas. 


If  opened-up  Blue  Hose  offense 
can  match  defense — watch  out 


guards,  while  the  tackle  positions  are 
in  the  hands  of  Robbie  Speaks  of 
Camden,  Chuck  Okey  of  Columbia 
and  Mike  Newsome  of  Union  City, 
Ga. — all  of  whom  looked  sharp  in 
spring  practice.  The  center  slot  is  being 
handled  by  Charlie  Patterson  of  Pickens, 
while  tight  end  offers  experienced 
Mark  Guthrie  of  Manning  and  John 
Bozard  of  Winnsboro  to  back  up  Lucas. 

PC  defenses  under  assistant  coaches 
Bob  Strock  and  Elliott  Poss  expect  to  be 
as  stingy  as  last  year.  The  big  job  of 
trying  to  replace  Turner  at  one 
defensive  end  goes  to  David  Wilkins  of 
Spartanburg  and  Rodney  Revis  of 
Pelzer.  Otherwise,  the  forward  wall 
looks  just  as  sturdy,  with  Charlie  Hill 
of  North  Augusta  at  the  other  end, 
returning  All-Conference  tackles 
Robert  Williams  of  Mauldin  and 
Lawrence  Jackson  of  Atlanta,  and 
middle-guard  Marty  Mackie  of  North 
Augusta. 

Veteran  starters  Hill,  Williams  and 
Jackson  are  considered  leading 
candidates  for  1984  post-season  honors. 
So  is  Charlie  Huff  of  Portal,  Ga.,  a 
four-year  letterman  and  All-Conference 
performer  at  cornerback,  who  heads 


the  experienced  corps  roaming  the 
defensive  secondary. 

Steve  Hensley  of  Marion,  N.  C,  backs 
up  Huff,  while  the  other  cornerback  is 
shared  by  Joe  Blount  of  Waynesboro, 
Ga.,  and  Rodney  Harris  of  Duluth,  Ga. 
Back  at  the  two  safeties  are  Bard 
Spearman  of  Florence,  Jimmy  Edwards 
of  Columbia  and  Bill  Wilson  of  Chester. 

At  inside  linebackers,  Mike  Greene  of 
Cochran,  Ga.,  and  Willie  Casey  of 
Woodruff  battle  for  one  side;  Rodney 
Berry  of  Dillon  and  Elliott  Walker  of 
Athens,  Ga.,  for  the  other. 

"We  have  the  possibilities  of  a  fine 
season,"  Gault  said.  "PC  football  will 
be  interesting  to  watch,  and  we  are 
offering  our  fans  and  excellent  home 
schedule  with  six  games  in  Clinton.  I 
urge  everyone  to  come  out  and  cheer  _ 
the  Blue  Hose  on  to  victory."

Soccer  and  volleyball,  newest  of  PC 
sports  with  less  than  a  decade  of  action, 
will  enter  the  fall  season  with  their 
best  prospects  to  date. 

The  men  finished  strong  in  soccer  last 
year,  with  a  9-6-1  regular-season  record 
and  district  playoff  berth.  This 
achievement  under  new  Coach  Ralph 
Poison  climaxed  seven  years  of  striving 
to  put  the  sport  across  as  a  respected 
part  of  the  Blue  Hose  varsity  program. 

Poison  expects  to  climb  higher  in 
1984.  Many  of  his  best  players  return — 
including  captains  Mike  Gruber,  Brett 
Armstrong  and  Banks  Neill — and  he 
has  recruited  several  topflight  high 
school  standouts  who  will  help. 

Action  begins  on  September  6  against 
University  of  South  Carolina  and 
extends  through  October.  It's  a  bold 
bid  in  a  tough  17-match  schedule  that 
includes  such  other  powers  as  The 


Citadel,  Jacksonville  University  and 
district  rivals  Erskine  and  Winthrop. 

Women's  volleyball  has  a  new  coach 
in  Libby  Galloway,  who  joined  the 
PC  staff  last  year  as  assistant  tennis 
coach  and  will  continue  in  that  role 
also.  She  succeeds  Mrs.  Jane  Hammet, 
who  started  the  volleyball  program 
eight  years  ago  and  now  plans  to 
concentrate  on  her  duties  as  assistant 
professor  of  physical  education. 

Coach  Galloway  finds  an  experienced 
squad  led  by  seniors  Becky  Jordan,  Lisa 
Ledbetter  and  Judy  Rodda,  junior 
Dianne  Meeks  and  sophomore  Kristi 
Sharpe.  Joining  them  will  be  several 
freshmen  recruited  especially  to  add 
strength  and  depth. 

The  Lady  Blue  Hose  also  face  a 
formidable  schedule  composed  of  11 
tri-matches  and  three  tournaments 
from  late-September  through  October.
